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From  the 

Rabbi's  Desk 

As  we  come  to  the  conclusion 
of  our  exploration  of  The 
Spark  Within  Us,  I  would 
like  to  share  with  you 
moments  in  the  lives  of  a 
few  Jews  that  characterize 
that  unquantifiable,  indefinable 

characteristic 
that  either 
brought  them 
back  to  Judaism 
or  that  illustrate 
their  deep  and 
abiding  Jewish 
loyalty — the 
pinteleyid. 
Arnold 

Schonberg  was  one  of  the  great  musical 
geniuses  of  the  last  century.  He  was 
raised  in  an  ambivalent  Jewish  home 
and  when  he  fell  in  love,  the  only 
condition  of  the  marriage  was  baptism. 
When  asked  at  the  time  “What  are 
you?”  he  said:  “1  am  an  atheist, 
unbelieving,  and  freethinking,  as  my 
father  was.”  So  Schonberg  converted. 
Years  later,  divorced  and  alone,  he 
attended  the  synagogue  with  friends 
who  brought  him  to  hear  the  music  of 
Kol  Nidre.  He  was  so  moved  by  the 
experience  that  he  decided  to  return  to 
Jewish  life.  In  a  ceremony  at  the  Rue  de 
Copernic  Synagogue,  Arnold  Schonberg 
returned  to  his  Judaism.  His  witness  for 
the  ceremony  was  Marc  Chagall.  In 
1938,  at  the  request  of  Rabbi  Jacob 
Sonderling,  he  wrote  a  new  Kol  Nidre. 
This  man,  who  had  moved  so  far  away 
from  his  Judaism,  came  to  understand 
himself  as  a  Jew  again  through  the 
power  of  Kol  Nidre. 

Max  Nordau,  a  critic  of  Europe’s 
decadent  civilization,  became  a  leader  of 
the  Zionist  Movement.  His  daughter 
described  a  scene  seared  into  her 
memory:  “I  shall  never  forget  the  day,  so 
strange  to  me,  when  I  saw  my  father, 
the  author  of  Conventional  Lies,  the 
atheist,  carrying  the  Scrolls  of  the  Law,

his  shoulders  wrapped  in  the  talit.  The 
small  Jewish  community  in  the  Spanish 
capital  had  obtained  -  not  without 
difficulty  -  the  right  to  open  a 
synagogue  in  the  back  yard.  They  asked 
father  to  inaugurate  it,  and  he 
consented  as  a  token  of  solidarity,  as  a 
step  toward  unity  among  the  Jews.  The 
long-forgotten  words  of  prayer  came 
back  to  his  lips,  and  in  his  innermost 


soul  there  must  have  been  a  deep 
gratitude  for  that  unique  moment  of 
communion.” 

Walter  Rathenau,  the  brilliant 

statesman  of  Weimar  Germany,  who  had 
rebelled  against  Judaism  in  his  youth, 
toward  middle  age  took  up  the  study  of 
Hebrew  and  began  a  return  to  the  faith 
of  his  fathers,  guided  by  the  master 
theologian  Martin  Buber.

his  murder  by  Nazi  thugs,  Rathenau 
wrote:  “After  an  estrangement  of  twenty 
years,  I  am  back  with  my  people.  I  have 
come  to  be  one  of  them  again,  to 
participate  in  the  celebration  of  the 
holidays,  to  share  the  memories  and 
hope  of  a  nation,  to  take  part  in  the 
spiritual  and  intellectual  warfare  going 
on  within  the  House  of  Israel  on  the  one 
hand,  and  between  our  own  people  and 
the  surrounding  civilized  world  on  the 
other.” 

Franz  Rosenzweig  became  one  of 
the  greatest  Jewish  philosophers  and 
scholars  of  the  20th  century.  In  1912,  in 
Leipzig,  he  ran  into  a  distant  relative, 
Eugen  Rosenstock-Huessy,  who  was  on 
his  way  to  becoming  an  unconventional 
but  significant  Protestant  theologian.  Out 
of  his  own  highly  literate  and  passionate 
faith,  Rosenstock-Huessy  urged 
Rosenzweig  to  defend  his  nominal 


Jewishness  or  convert.  After  an 
intensive  discussion  on  the  night  of  July 
7,  1913,  Rosenzweig  decided  to  convert, 
making  only  the  reservation  that  he 
would  become  a  Christian  not  as  “a 
pagan”  but  “as  a  Jew,”  i.e.,  not  by 
rejecting  his  Jewish  origin  but  by 
recapitulating  the  consummation  of 
Judaism  in  Christianity.  He  enacted  this 
resolution  by  attending  High  Holiday 
services  in  a  small  Orthodox  synagogue 
in  Berlin,  but  he  came  out  of  this 
experience  reversing  his  decision:  He 
now  declared  that  he  knew  himself  to 
be  a  Jew;  that  the  Jew  does  not  need  to 
seek  God,  for  he  is  already  with  God; 
and  that  he  intended  henceforth  to 
recover  Judaism  for  himself  and, 
possibly,  for  others  like  him.  The 
circumstances  under  which  this 
“return”  to  Judaism  occurred  had  a 
profound  effect  upon  him,  leading  him 


to  begin  writing  his  magnum  opus,  The 
Star  of  Redemption,  while  serving  in  the 
German  Army’s  trenches  during  World 
War  I,  and  continuing  to  influence  his 
increasingly  observant  lifestyle  until  his 
tragic  death  from  ALS. 

None  of  these  individuals  were 
rabbis  or  cantors;  all  went  so  far  as  to 
reject,  or  to  contemplate  rejecting, 
Judaism.  Yet  each  found  something 
powerful  in  themselves  and  in  Judaism 
that  asserted  itself  and  brought  them 
great  comfort,  satisfaction  and  a 
renewed  sense  of  belonging  and 
meaning. 

If  each  of  us  can  find  and  then 
nurture  our  own  powerful  Jewish  raison 
d’etre,  and  transmit  how  much  it  means 
to  us,  we  too,  will  have  made  a 
significant  contribution  to  Judaism.

Hear  a  New  York  Premiere 
at  the  Annual  Musicale 

For  almost  50  years,  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  has  produced  special 
liturgical  services  and  concerts  of 
Jewish  music.  Our  7th  Annual 
Musicale  promises  to  expand  on  this 
glorious  heritage.  On  Sunday, 
December  4  at  4:00  pm  in  the 
Sanctuary,  we  will  present  the  New 
York  premiere  of  Like  Smoke  Above  the 
Wind,  a  new  oratorio  commemorating 
the  60th  anniversary  of  the  end  of 
World  War  II,  and  the  birth  of  the 
State  of  Israel. 

Like  Smoke  Above  the  Wind  was 
composed  by  Charles  David  Osborne, 
with  text  by  Aryeh  Finkelstein,  as  a 
Cantors  Assembly  commission 
project,  and  was  first  presented  in 
workshop  form  at  the  Cantors 
Assembly  Convention  in  May,  2005.
